GENERAL REPORT 


We are in the midst of a terrific struggle involv- 
ing nearly every human being on the face of the 
globe. Our one primary objective is, and must be, 
to win this war. Our second objective must be to 
properly train our children so that they will be able. 
to assume their duties as citizens in a war weary 
world when peace has been declared. 


These two considerations are constantly in our 
minds when we are thinking of education in’ our 
schools today. Washington school children certainly 
are doing their part in the war effort, .V/ashington. 
Center School received nation wide publicily | be- 
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cause of the large amount of scrap they collected 
‘during the fall drive, being the highest amount, per 
pupil, of any school in the state. Besides this all our 
pupils have been buying war savings stamps, making 
posters and doing other things to assist in winning the 
“war. 


In the field of training a new emphasis is being 
placed upon the “three R’s’”. No person can lead a 
successful life without the necessary training in these 
‘three subjects, reading, writing, and arithmetic. To 
these we are addng a fourth “R’’, that of responsibil- 
ity. Too often in recent years people and children 
have both talked glibly about their rights but have 
‘failed to consider that for every right there is a cor- 
responding responsibility or duty. We hope the citi- 
zens of tomorrow will be trained to accept their 
duties as well as demand their rights. 


Hot noon lunches have been served the pupils this 
‘winter with the assistance of food given by the 
government. 


One problem has bothered us a great deal this 
‘winter. After every bad snow storm the roads re- 
‘main unplowed for several days with the result that 
several pupils have missed a lot of school this year. 
Perhaps there is no solution to this but it seems too 
bad that some pupils are denied the full privileges 
‘which others enioy. 


An extreme shortage of teachers developed last 
‘summer which has been growing increasingly more 
evident. The problem is worse among rural schools 
for most teachers do not care to teach in them. Up 
to the present Washington has been very fortunate in 
ob‘aining the services of two experienced teachers. 
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The pupils at the Dole school have no suitable 
place to play. If something could be done about this 
I feel that conditions would be greatly improved. This 
school also needs a source of water supply. 


In conclusion I want to thank the school board, 
teachers and pupils for their cooperation in trying to 
establish and maintain good schools in Washington.
